In a success story far beyond the 


ler Warren rose from the station 
of ari humble, hard-working Cal- 
houn county farm boy to be chief 
executive of one of the nation’s 
greatest states. 

The Warren story, which stands 
as a shining example to all young- 
sters in this American democracy, 
started an unswerving course de- 
spite many obstacles after the 
Warren boy of 12 “was bit by the.

merce, business and civic leaders 
representing a group of statewidé 
organizations gathered last week 
to formulate plans for the observ- 
ance of “National Citrus Week,” 
January 20-29. 

The State Chamber citrus com- 
mittee will concentrate its effort 
‘te promoting the use of citrus 
fruit within the state in an effort 
to step up the greater consumption 
by Floridians -themselves, by. 
hotels, restaurants and )wintec 
visitors. 

Taking a lead in the program to 
bring citrus fruit forcibly to the 
attention of visitors and home 
folks alike, the Orlando Morning 
Sentinel with the cooperation of a 
humber of enterprising Orange 
County firms recently -opened a 
Citrus Juice Bar on- Orange Ave- 
nue where freshly squeezed juice 
trom choice oranges is given away 
to passers by. Many Orlando mer- 
chants are displaying packed boxes 
in stores and show windows urg- 
ing the shipment of gift boxes. 

A considerable quantity of fruit 
has ‘been moved from the Orlando 
area as a result of this effort, and 
it is the hope of the State Chamber 
of Commerce that every commun- 
ity in the citrus belt will follow 
Orange County's example in pro- 
moting the use of citrus not otily 
during Citrus Week but through- 
out the season. 

Speaking to the group that gatn- 
ered in Orlando last week to or- 
ganize this statewide drive, Harold 
Colee, executive vice president of 
the Florida . State Chamber of 
Commerce, called attention to the 
fact that while all interests in 
Florida are pooling: their effort to 
aid the growers, this alone won't 
solve the problem and it is imper- 


ative that the growers act quick- 


ly to help themselves by signing 
up with the Florida Citrus Mutual 
as organization of the industry 
must be brought about before any 
real permanent relief can be look- 
ed for. 

Speaking in -Washington the 
same day, Senator Claude Pepper 
voiced the same warning stating 
that not much could be done for 
tHe sick citrus industry until some 
way is found to get it together. 

While rot actually mentioning 
the Citrus Mutual, Pepper said it 
was preferable ‘for the growers 
to get together in one organiza- 
tion to control three-fourths of the 
crop rather than attempt to set 
up some agency through legisla- 
tion. . 

While Florida's consressional. 
delegation is eager and anxious to 
do all: in its power to help the 
grcwers, it is not possible, to d3 
very much until the growers them- 


| selves forget their petty differ- 


ences and get together in one big 
strong organization. 

Concluding his statement. rela- 
tive to the industry made last 
week Pepper said, “Meanwhile, T 
think we should wait advice from 
the industry as'to whether it is 
going to get together voluntarily, 
or whether it will be necessary to 
resort to some form of state or 
federal action to do what is neces- 
sary to rescue the industry from
